"TEAM SPIRIT’ EXERCISES DENOUNCED 
Daily on Amphibious Landing Exercise 
SK040525 Pyongyang KCNA in English 0516 GMT 4 Apr 87 


[Text] Pyongyang, 4 April (KCNA)--NODONG SINMUN today denounces the U.S. im- 
perialists and the South Korean puppets for having staged joint landing opera- 
tion exercise dubbed "Ssangryong 34" on the east coast of South Korea on 

l April. 


Noting that this landing operation exercise was the third one following the 
similar exercises on 27 and 31 March since the start of the "Team Spirit 87" 
war rehearsal, the daily says in a signed commentary: 


Till last year the U.S. imperialist aggressors and the puppets staged "Team 
Spirit’ war rehearsal in South Korea for 11 times and held landing operation 
exercises each time. But they have never staged landing operation exercises 
three times on end as this year. 


This proves that the military exercises escalated by the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors have reached a very dangerous stage. 


Toe U.S. imperialists repeatedly held landing operation exercises in the on- 
going “Team Spirit" war rehearsal. This tells that they intend to ignite war 
on the military demarcation line and stage, simultaneously with this, landing 
onerations against coastal cities in the northern half of the DPRK. 


Although the U.S. imperialists and puppets are paying lip service to "detente" 
and “dialogue,” the powder smoke covering South Korea shows that their talk is 
nothing but a deception to mislead public opinion at home and abroad.

University, and Pak Chong-hui, an expelled student of Seoul University, for 
the mere reason that they took the lead in an anti-"government™ demonstration, 
according to a report.

TWO KIMS TO FORM NEW PARTY 
Kims, Followers--New Party

[Text] Seoul, 8 April (YONHAP)——Kim Yong-Sam and Kim Tae-chung, the virtual 
leaders of the main opposition New Korea Democratic Party, announced Wednesday 
that they decided to break away from the party and found a new party with their 
followers. 


"We two resolved to create a popular opposition party capable of achieving the 
task of democratization by parting with impure forces who have reduced the 
party to a violence-ridden anarchic state and to the object of manipulation by 
power,” said the two Kims in a joint statement. 


The two said they took the decision out of a conviction that the presence of a 
clear-cut opposition party was sorely needed to bring the country back to 
democracy. 


The decision capped a string of debilitating feuds within cxe main opposition 
group in recent months over the party's line on the projected constitutional 
revision and leadership. 


The operations of the New Korea Democratic Party has been plunged into a paraly- 
sis since last weekend, when hundreds of followers of a lawmaker subjected to a 
disciplinary deliberation, stormed and occupied the party headquarters, demand- 
ing that the two Kims retire from politics. 


The latest development is expected to give another twist to the already strained 
relation between the ruling and opposition parties in their efforts to rewrite 
the constitution with the emerging party expected to be more adamant in pressing 
the presidential system and in opposing the parliamentary system favored by the 
ruling camp. 


The two Kims say 74 out of 90 lawmakers of the New Democratic Korea farty will 
join them in forming the new party. The lawmakers siding with the two Kims 
will bold from the party en masse on Thursday to ‘orm a new floor group in the 
National Assembly. 








The two Kims, who have controlled the party since its founding in Jnauary 1985, 
set + deadline for completing the inauguration of the new party by early next 
month following the necessary procedures of disbanding local chapters and hold- 
ing an inaugural party convention. 


A preparatory committee to create a new party will be set up Wednesday. The 
committee will be headed by Kim Yong-san. 


The New Democratic Korea Party, formed only a month before the 12 February 1955, 
general elections, emerged as the largest opposition group. It once held 102 
seats in the National Assembly with the merger oft the Democrat’c Korea Party. 
Since then, some 20 lawmakers left the party amid a series of intra-party feuds. 


Escalating NKDP Internal Strife

[Text] A quarter of the “amendment year” has passed without any practical 
progress toward the goal of democratic change in the government structure. 
What the precious 3 months featured was the worst form of internal dispute in 
the political group that promoted the reforms. 


In the most depressing scene, young men claiming to be supporters of a lawmaker 
facing disciplinary action for acts “detrimental to party interest" beat up 
senior staffers of the purty secretariat. 


Onlookers of the domestic feud in the New Korea Democratic Party by now commonly 
express skepticism on the overall capabilities of the party as a whole as we! 
as the moral quality of its individual members. 


The two leaders on top have been in constant competition with each other to 
eventually seize hegemony but they are not collaborating to oust the official 
party head prematurely. 


The president of the party, for his part, is using all his wits to resist the 
maneuvers of the younger bosses, who had installed him in that position 2 years 
ago. 


The man, Yi Min-u, 71. has toyed, for the past 100 days or more, with a loosely- 
framed proposal for “democratic reforms” to assert his authority, despite in- 
ternal criticism of the idea's basically reconciliatory nature. 


Members of the minority group in the NDP, who had joined the new party afer 
long political hibernation for diverse reason, are seizing on every opportunity 
to challenge the leadership of the two Kine despite their meager strength. 


Yi Chol-sung, who had once competed for the opposition candidacy for president 
against Kim Tae-chung and Kim Yone-sam, has revolted against the party's plat- 
form of direct presidential election. 














As he was referred to the party's Disciplinary Committee, he threatens to 
physically deter the opening of the committee session and to file a criminal 
suit against the two Kims for various alleged misdeeds. 


Yi Taei-hui, another senior NDP member facing party "trial" for publicly criti- 
cizing the two Kims, has even sought authoritative legal interpretation by the 
Central Election Management Committee as to whether Kim Tae-chung is viclating 
the law with his interference in NDP affairs. 


Then came the bloody rampage in the party headquarters yesterday by people ask- 
ing for the exoneration of Rep Yi Taei-hui. It led to the party secretary 
general's request for police intervention. 


The outcome of the internal feuding since last year has been a drastic change 

in the individual images of all involved. They all have taken on the appearance 
of a bunch of egotistical personalities obsessed with instant vendettas and 
oblivious to ultimate political goals. 


The opposition boom that had been sparked by 12 February 1985 general elections 
and boosted by the constitutional amendment campaign up to the summer of 1986 
now has all but petered out, solely [word indistinct] to international trouble. 


The protracted infighting within the main opposition force has beer a disappoint- 
ment to the people who already are weary of the fruitless constitutional debate 
which has dragged on for nearly 2 years. 


Amidst the growing signs of an economic upturn, there is also a clear trend 

among the Korean public not to risk their personal economic security for any 
political change despite their philosophical pursuit of democratic progress, 
analysts point out. 


Political observers now see it as ever more remote for the nation's opposition 
force to come to power, no matter what may happen to the constitutional amend- 
ment project itself. 


Only a dramatic change in the political behavior of the opposition leaders 
could possibly forestall the downhill roll of the NDP and restore public inter- 
est in the task of democratization, they agree. 


While the main opposition party is in such a beleaguered state, the ruling 
Democratic Justice Party has been doing very little to permit the people to hold 
out any hope for thei: political future. 


For the past 10 days since President Chon Tu-hwan endowed the party with "full 
powers" to cope with the political situation during a Chongwadae dinner with 
party leaders, no remarkable initiative has yet been taken. 


Instantly, the party renounced any responsibility concerning the fate of politi- 
cal detainees or convicts with a declaration by the party spokesman that release 
of and amnesty for them belonged solely to the authority of the chief executive. 











The ruling party thus made it clear that it would not venture to solve the 
current political stalemate using these issues as pawns. Party staff also re- 
peatedly stressed the sanctity of court processings, which are not to be tam 
pered with for political purposes. 


Another rigid posture was refelcted in terms of efforts to open political dia- 
logue. The DJP position is that, even after the bestowal of "full powers,” 
only the official head of the opposition party will be recognized as a political 
counterpart. 


All balme is laid to the strife-torn situation in the NDP. “How can we take any 
initiative when no one is ready to listen on the other side" is the common re- 
frain among officers of the DJP, who, however, show little sign of anxiety 

over the passage of time. 


What they are doing these days is to present various administration policies, 
which are basically the job of the Cabinet. Increased publicity efforts for 
the parliamentary cabinet system for the provincial electroate may be the only 
"political" activities of the DJP at present. 


Their general inaction only strengthens doubts as to whether the Democratic 
Justice Party has really been given power to guide the political situation 
through to the goal of constitutional amendment or if if has any intention or 
capability to exercise whatever powers they do have. 


NKDP Rival Factions Clash

[Text] Seoul, 4 April (YONHAP)--Rival factions within South Korea's main 
opposition political party Saturday clashed violently in the party's head- 
quarters here, resulting in three injuries. 


The violence broke out when the New Korea Democratic Party's so-called main- 
streamers under the control of Kim Yong-sam and Kim Tae-chung, tried to convene 
a disciplinary committee meeting to act on the possible ouster of Rep Yi Taek- 
hui from the party for cahllenging the party leadership. 


Some 200 followers of Yi occupied the party headquarters and prevented party 
officials and committee members from entering the conference room. 


The party members exchanged harsh words and threw ashtrays, furniture and other 
office materials, which caused the injuries, according to a witness. 


Party officials said that the protesters were mobilized by Yi and that many of 
them were not party members. They called an emergency meeting of the party 
hierarchy. They sought police intervention to prevent further violence. 


Yi, who represents the Chungcnu-Chechon constituency in North Chungchong 
Province, has long criticized the “two Kims, 
party affairs. 


saying that they try to monopolize 








The “two Kims," who reportedly lead the opposition party from behind the scenes, 
were not at the headquarters when the violence took place. 


The opposition party, formed in 1985 after the National Assembly elections, has 
been beset in recent weeks by a series of disputes between the rival factions 
over party leadership. 


Party President Yi Min-u has been at odds with the “two Kims," who reportedly 
have differences of their own. 


The party's disarray has intensified recently since another lawmaker, Yi Chol- 
sung, departed from the party's position by expressing support for the establish- 
ment of a parliamentary cabinet system. 


The National Assembly has been undergoing the process of revising the constitu- 
tion to set up a new form of government while the ruling Democratic Justice 
Party supports the parliamentary cabinet system, the opposition party favors 

a presidential system.

[Excerpt] Several years ago, the government established Korea Science and 
Technology Information Center to promote circulation of technology information. 
But its function has been weakened since the agency was combined with KIET 
(Korean Institute of Economics and Technology). 


Thus, experts point out, our domestic and foreign activities in technology 
information work remain extremely poor. For example, certain organizations 
still collect and distribute general, publicized technology information through 
KIET, but there is no information network among information processing 
organizations. 


Most important of all is collection and application of in-depth technology 
information, which is being handled irregularly and only by some of the 
government-assisted institutions, and there is no systematic network in 
existence, experts point out. 


Experts contend that systems for collecting information from overseas are also 
extremely weak. 


Thexe are only 3 Korean science offices overseas, and there are only 15 
researchers abroad who belong to government-assisted institutes. And civilian 
institutes stationea overseas include eight in the United States and one in 
Japan. 


In sum, such a situation frankly indicates our weakness in collecting technology 
information abroad. Even when information has been collected, Korean businesses 
and agencies try to monopolize it for themselves. This is in contrast to 
Japanese concerns, which jointly own and actively share information. 


For example, foreign offices of KOTRA (Korean Trade Promotion Corporation) 
frequently send catalogs of technical products as well as various trade 
information. However, these catalogs usually get stuck in one person's 
hands, and finally end up in trash cans without further circulation.

This may not be the whole story; nevertheless, it is a snapshot of the current 
domestic information system. Along with recent acceleration of technology 
developments, demand for technology information is rapidly increasing. 
Information is important in that it suggests new ideas to researchers while 
helping speed up technology development. 


Thus, experts say, acceleration of technology development requires the quick 
establishment of a technology information network systen. 


According to experts, we should utilize government-assisted institutes as 
specialized, in-depth technology information agencies, while using KIET as a 
general technology information window, providing the establishment of an 
information network system that can provide information to industries, academia 
and researchers. 


Taking such points into account, the Ministry of Science and Technology is 
known to have launched a strategic task to establish a technology information 
network. 


The Ministry of Science and Technology plans to provide in-depth information on 
establishment of a Machine Technology Information Center at the Machinery 
Institute, a Chemical Information Center at the Institute of Chemistry, and 

an Electronics Information Center at the Electronics and Communications Institute. 


We must immediately establish such an irtormation network system and strengthen 
our overseas information system through an increased dispatching of researchers, 
and active utilization of Korean scientists abroad, experts say.

REPORT OF AUTOMAKERS SALES FOR 1986 
Seoul MAEIL KYONGJE SINMUN in Korean 12 Feb 87 p 5 


[Text] For the Big Five Automobile Companies, Last Year Was reportedly the 
Best Year Ever 


In 1986, total sales revenue of the big five automakers amounted to 3.349 
trillion won, including exports, a 52.5 percent increase over 1985. And net 
profit, too, grew 8.2 percent to 64.6 billion won. 


The big difference between the revenue and the net profit is said to have 
resulted from the changes in international exchange rates, and the increased 
interest payments on continuous investments for plants and equipments. 


Hyundai Motor Company, which successfully exported 300,000 cars, sold 
1,906,400,000,000 won's worth of cars, an eye-opening 82.1 percent increase 
over 1985. Compared with 1984 sales of 670 billion won, this shows a high 
annual growth. And more than 65 percent of the total sales came from exports. 


Daewoo Motor Company sold 44 billion won's worth of cars in 1986, a 21 percent 
increase over 1985, thanks to the brisk sales of the new model LeMans. 


Kia Industries recorded 642.3 billion won in sales, a 28.3 percent increase 
over 1985. In 1986, Kia Industries sold 23,541 units of Bong, a Il-ton class 
minibus, a 26.3 percent increase, and sold 76,207 trucks, a 15 percent increase. 


Dong Motor Co, a maker of specially equipped vehicles, recorded 84.3 billion 
won in sales, thanks to the increased sales that resulted from the merger with 
Kohwa. 


However, net profits of the five companies, computed after tax and various 

costs and expenses for raw materials and marketing, grew only 8.2 percent to 

64.6 billion won in 1986 from 59.7 billion won in 1985. Such a big difference 
between sales and net profit is even apparent for individual companies, depending 
on size of the exports and domestic sales. 


This because the auto industry depends heavily on imported parts, and because 
of the increased costs resulting from the rising yen. 
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Hyundai is proud of its record high profit of 38.3 billion won, a 33.4 percent 
increase, while Asia Motors's profit increased 48.6 percent to 3.2 billion won, 
and Kia's profit increased 11.4 percent to 19.5 billion won. 


On the other hand, Dong Motor Co, whose management rights have been acquired by 
Ssangyong Group, reported a loss of 4.6 billion won, while Daewoo's profit fell 
29.5 percent to 6.2 billion won. But these reductions resulted mostly from 
changes in exchange rates and in construction accounts. 


At the same time, debt ratio of Hyundai, Daewoo and Kia, which is an index 
showing changes in borrowed funds, has increased by 15-160 percent over 1985. and 
the three companies seemed to have used more short-term loans. 


In addition, as a way of raising funds internally for investments 

on large-scale facilities, the three companies thoroughly deferred depreciation 
expenses. For example, Hyundai changed its flat sum method to the declining 
balance method of depreciation, saving an additional 44.8 billion won compared 
to the old method.

POHANG IRON & STEEL CO COMPLETES HOT-COIL FACTORY 
Seoul MAEIL KYONGJE SINMUN in Korean 27 Feb 87 p 5 


[Text] In the morning of 27 February, Pohang Iron and Steel Company commenced 
full operation of its hot-coil factory at its Kwangyang steel mill after a 
ceremony commemorating completion of construction. At the ceremony were 
appointed officers including chairman Pak Tae-jun and representatives of 
domestic and foreign construction companies. 


The hot-coil factory is the first completion of the 24 facilities being constructed 
under the first Kwangyang project. Construction of the factory, which consumed 

a total of 259.4 billion won including $180 million in foreign loans, started 

in October 1984 and was completed in 28 months, 1 month ahead of schedule. 


The Kwangyang hot-coil factory, which is equipped with 2 heaters that can heat 
300 tons of Slabs per hours, light compressor No 3 machines, rolling compressor 
No 6 machines and winding machines precision facilities, can produce 2.64 million 
tons of hot coil per year. 


In particular, the rolling compressor is a new equipment that can freely adjust 
shapes of products, and enables production of up to a 35 ton-unit of hot coil 
that is 700 to 1,650 millimeters wide, ranging from 1.2 millimeter-thick thin 
plates to 12./-millimeter-thick plate. 


With construction of the Kwangyang steel mill's hot-coil factory, Pohang Iron 
and Steel Company raised its production capacity of hot-coil products to a total 
of 7.88 million tons, including the first factory's 1.68 million tons and the 
second factory's 3.56 million tons. The new Kwangyang factory is expected to 
help stabilize domestic supply of hot-coil products.

De Croo came to Korea on Tuesday, accompanied by 10 official attendants and 
representatives of 46 Belgian companies. 


While in Seoul, de Croo will discuss pending problems between Korea and Belgium 
with Korean Deputy Prime Minister Kim Man-che and the Korean ministers of for- 
eign affairs, energy and resources, construction, transportation and communica- 
tions. He is scheduled to leave Korea on Thursdy. 


In the 13th Korean-Belgian economic cooperation meeting, ‘lated for Wednesday 
afternoon, the representatives of the Belgian firms wil. meet with Korean 
Business leaders to discuss ways to enhance cooperation in the areas of trade, 
investment and technology.

The party of the working 
class grasps and leads the political activities of the working class and working 
masses in a unified manner. This course is the course to achieve the monolithi 
leadership of the leader over the revolution and construction.

VARIOUS CONSTRUCTIONS TIED TO MILITARY PREPARATIONS 
Seoul NAEWOE TONGSIN in Korean No 512, 14 Nov 86 pp 1R-8R 


[Text] Seoul, NAEWOE--The construction of the Mount Kum Gang (Kum Gang San) 
Dam, clearly of strategic military importance for North Korea, stands out in 
bold relief as yet another immensely dangerous factor working against the 
preservation of peace on the Korean peninsula. Aside from the construction of 
the Kum Gang San Dam, it is stark reality that North Korea has been and is at 
present making a great effort to fortify the entire nation in order to achieve 
unification through an overthrow of the South, its primary political objective. 


Since the fifth Plenary Session of the Fourth Party Congress (of the Labor 
Party) in December 1962, North Korea has tenaciously pushed a policy of 
“fortification of the entire nation" as one of the so-called “four great 
military lines" which were adopted as part of a course of intensifying war 
preparations. 


The essence of North Korea's “fortification of the entire nation” policy is 
the construction of strong defense facilities in all regions (i.e., forward 
area, rear area, seacoast, and inland area) to coincide with the demands of 
modern warfare and natural topography and to rebuild the whole nation as an 
impregnable military fortress. 


In relation to this, Kim Il-song stressed in his "Collected Works of Kim Il-song,” 
Vol 5, p 474, that "victory or defeat in war greatly hangs upon whether 

physcial and material requirements can be harmoniously guaranteed over the long 
run in the forward and rear areas. We must bolster the struggle for increased 
production and conservation in all sectors of the people's economy. We must 
provide for sufficient reserves of necessary commodities. We must push for 
further development in the munitions industry and reorganize the economy to 

meet the demands of the current situation. And we must make preparations well 

in advance to be capable of continuing production during times of war.” 


Based upon this policy, for the past 20-odd years, North Korea has been 
building its munitions industry and its regional-defense and self-reliant 
economic structure and has been forcing national reformation in order to 
convert readily to a wartime posture in the event of emergency. Accordingly, 
development in North Korea has been squeezed between establishing priority 
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for the people's welfare, on the economic side, and always emphasizing the 
military. 


Since the Fourth Plenary Session of the Sixth Party Congress in April 1961, 
North Korea has been striving to expand its arable acreage to produce additional 
foodstuffs through the adopted “four great natural reformation tasks,” which 
will continue until 1988. The goals of this program are as follows: 


l. The reclamation of 300,000 chongbo (735,000 acres) of tideland; 

2. The search for 200,000 chongbo (490,000 acres) of new arable land; 
3. The construction by 1985 of the Namp‘o Lock Gate; and, 

4. The construction of the T’aech’on Power Station. 


However, these projects alsw have strategic military connections. The reasons 
are clear. In following these lines, North Korea is, at its own discretion, 
remolding the environment of the entire country. The policy of forcing 
citizens to relocate to collectives or communes where they can easily be 
controlled and mobilized and the project to reclaim tideland by erecting 
embankments along the seascoast supposedly to expand farmlands had from the 
onset the aim of providing a means to perform military operations more 

readily. Likewise, beneath the economic objectives presented in the integrated 
development plan which included the Yellow Sea Lock Gate (later renamed the 
Namp'o Lock Gate) and the Taedong River (Tae Dong Gang) Basin Dam construction 
projects was a deep-rooted military design to guard Pyongyang from seaborne 
attack from the Yellow Sea. The degree ‘(o which military strategy is consid- 
ered in the development and reform of North Korea is well reflected in the 
disposition of its industries. Generally the lay-out of a nation's industries 
is determired by natural conditions such as climate, water sources, topography, 
and soil quality. Also taken into consideration are certain local factors 
such as transportation, an adequate labor force, availability of markets and 
finances, and various composite factors such as national and local district 
plans. 


However, as is well known, North Korea has established its industrial policy 
with priority on heavy industry as the main objective of its economic policy 
and, in this fashion, it has furthered its munitions industry based on military 
objectives, ignoring local economic factors. Light industry has been estab- 
lished on the principle of self-reliance with the aim of self-sufficiency for 
each province and county. The industrial structure of North Korea clearly 
demonstrates that it emphasizes the strengthening of its military power by 
positioning manufacturing plants in order to be able to replenish various 
commodities, such as rear area supplies and weapons procurement, during times 
of emergency, by prioritizing all manufacturing and by stressing with malicious 
intent the mechination of a heavy industry. 
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Up to the 1970's, the development of North Korea's water resources was mainly 
centered around those rivers and streams which flow generally toward the Yellow 
Sea. However, with the coming of the 1980's, to fortify the entire area from 
Pyongyang to Namp'o, it was decided to construct some 20 dams along the Tae 
Dong Gang Valley under the pretext of developing water resources for domestic, 
agricultural, and industrial purposes and of improving inland water sources. 
Finally, as we know by official announcement, it has started construction of 

a massive dam which can cut off the water flow for obviously military reasons 
in the Kum Gang San area near the armistice Line to the eastern side. 


As of the end of 1985, North Korea's railway network, extending altogether 

some 4,473 km, is comprised of the western network, with the Kyongui Line as 
its primary axis, and the eastern network, centered around the Wolla Main Line. 
The Pyongwon Line and the Chongnyon (Youth) Ichon Line (Pyongsan to Sepo) 
connect the two by transversing both lines and here the Manp'o Line (Sunchon 

to Nampo) and the Paektu San Youth Line (Kilju to Hyesan) connect, forming 

the primary network of North Korea's railway system. 


Of these railway lines, the Youth Ichon Line is extensively used for munitions 
transport within the frontline area and as a route crossing the country east 

and west. In addition, the Northern Inland Railroad (Unbong to Hyesan to Musan), 
presently undergoing construction, is seen as playing an important role as a 
strategic military railway network, connecting the scattered munitions and 
explosives factories of the entire northern area with the resources of the 
Paekma-Kaema area. North Korea's roads extend some 21,000 km (as of 1984) 

and mainly remain unpaved. Paved highways and principal roads account for only 
some 970 km. Among these, the Nampo-Pyongyang-Wonsan Expressway was finished as 
late as 1979 and four-lane concrete-paved roads without center medians were 
constructed so that they can be utilized at any time for military takeoffs and 
landings and as runways in time of war. Besides all this, the role of the road 
connecting Sinuiju and Jomusan, which runs along the Amnok River (Am Rok 

Gang), will be used as a military supply route during wartime, tying wast to 
west. Furthermore, the Horryong-Kosong road connecting Ch'ongyul, Hamhung, and 
Wonsan without a doubt serves as a route for transporting munitions to the 
forward area. 


North Korea is striving to reclaim 300,000 chongbo (735,000 acres) of tideland 
along the Yellow Sea coastline as part of the so-called "four great natural 
reform tasks," but as the project was scheduled to be completed by the end of 
the 1980's, it is seeing a deficiency of 100,000 chongbo (245,000 acres) at 
present with only a little over 3 years remaining to achieve the goal. Thus, 
growing anxious over this deficiency, it is committing a vast number of 
military troops to help in this task. The parallel construction of pillboses 
in the embankments and the laying of various obstacle emplacements clearly 
exposes the strategic military nature of the original aim of this so-called 
reclaiming of tideland and farmland expansion program. North Korea has 
diminished the broad economic differential between North and South since the 
1970's and has committed on a large scale military forces to various 
construction projects for strategic preparations, thus drastically strengthening 
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the military. Meanwhile, North Korea's construction mobilization has concen- 
trated on areas related to munitions and military utilization. For example, 
in the 1970's, while intensifying preparations for war, it constructed a 
subway, 120 meters beneath the streets of Pyongyang. It also constructed the 
Pyongyang-Wonsan Expressway, large explosives and bearing factories in the 
rear areas, and large munitions factories at various locaiions. 


Entering the 1980's, a vast number of troops were mobilized for the construction 
of the Yellow Sea Lock Gate (Namp'o Lock Gate), erecting embankments and salt 
farms in the tideland, and for the construction of the Northern Inland Railway 
System. 


Following this course of augmenting construction crews with military troops, 
on 5 September the People's Army Supreme Headquarters abruptly announced its 
decision to mobilize 150,000 troops to be sent to various construction sites. 
While this measure seemingly reduces the military, it merely demonstrates its 
foreign and domestic propaganda efforts on behalf of a fraudulent peace. 


But, as we have witnessed, its commitment of troops to conitruction sites 
is by no means a new ploy. Furthermore, the construction sites to which it 
is deploying forces at this time are mostly in the forward area, in the 
vicinity of advancement routes aimed at the heart of Korea, that is, Seoul 
and Ch'unch'‘on. 


The site of the Kum Gang San Dam is positioned strategically in the eastern 
sector, and the Sariwon Fertilizer Factory is along Route 1 pointing toward 


Seoul. The Ongjin and Ungdo salt farms are positioned in the North Korean 
Army 1V Corps forward area in the western sector. These are all concrete 
examples. National reform basically emphasizes balanced development in 
regional growth and industry in the fields of politics, economics, society, 
and culture. Reasonably it should drive the people's economic development in 


a positive direction. 


However, North Korea, while ignoring this, has stressed military might and, 
of course, this only endangers the maintenance of peace on the peninsula 
and efforts to develop the nation efficiently.
